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Made by America, 
but not in America 


The guy sitting next to me ona plane told me he is an accent expert. I 
can tell where you’re from by how you speak, he said. 

“OK,” I told him. “Where am I from?” 

I talked a little bit longer. Looking baffled, he said: “Gosh, I don’t 
know. You have a perfect American accent.” 

“I’m from Singapore,” I told him, much to his surprise. I was born 
in Hong Kong and lived in Taiwan for four years before spending the 
next 14 in Singapore. Even though I spent the first 18 years of my life 
in Asia, I am an American. I am a product of globalization. 

When American companies establish offices abroad, they often 
relocate American families to cities around the world— Cairo, Lon- 
don, Tokyo, Singapore. Expatriate communities form around these 
transplanted families, including American schools staffed by Ameri- 
can teachers. 

My dad, who is from Hong Kong, worked for an American com- 
pany in Asia. The company relocated my father and paid for me to 
attend an American school. Singapore American School, which I 
attended for 12 years, has 3,200 children enrolled, most of whom are 
American expats. 

In kindergarten, I read “Green Eggs and Ham.” J learned to count 
in nickels, dimes and quarters. In eighth grade I studied Thomas 
Jefferson and the Civil War and attended the awkward middle school 
dances of American lore. By the time I was 12, I had a full-on Ameri- 
can accent and a set of American values preached to me by American 
teachers, though I had never set foot in the country. 

My own, very Cantonese family, had taken to calling me a “guai lo,” 
a derogatory term for white person. They were confused as to what 
was happening to me. I scored a five on my AP US. history exam. I 
knew very little about Asian history. 

There are no national or regional boundaries to American cul- 
ture, and its value set is incredibly inclusive. It preaches hard work, 
achievement, over-consumption, faith and the belief that anyone can 
achieve anything. Add the international institutions set up abroad, 
and globalization means you don’t need to set foot in America to be 
an American. And I fully bought into it. 

With 12 years of US. education behind me, I wanted to attend an 
American university. So here I am, a recent journalism graduate from 
Northwestern, having invested in free speech, even though my own 
country’s government doesn’t believe in it. 

But now, America is going to have to deal with me. More specifi- 
cally, America’s immigration officers. Because even though America’s 
cultural borders are amorphous, its national boundaries are not. I’m 
American, but that doesn’t mean anything unless it’s on paper. 

American immigration involves jumping through hoops, but you're 
only allowed to even try jumping once you win the lottery. Navigating 
terms such as F-1, OPT, H-1B and TN is a daily ritual. 

America, you created me. I am your citizen, whether you like it or

New tarmac wait rule 
being put to the test

Airlines are being forced to get serious about 
curbing lengthy tarmac delays or face wallop- 
ing fines, but confusion, tension and misery 
still prevail when powerful summer thun- 
derstorms slam O’Hare, travelers and airline 
workers are learning. 

Elaborate action plans, high-tech bells and 
whistles and stockpiles of emergency snack 
kits that carriers created to comply with a 
new three-hour tarmac rule have been tested 
by storms that buffeted the Chicago area this 
month. The new federal regulation mandates 
that airlines give passengers the option to get 
off planes that have sat on the airfield for 
three hours. 

More than 500 flights were canceled at

O’Hare on June 23, despite the addition al- 
most two years ago of what the Daley admin- 
istration heralded as a “bad weather runway” 
on the north airfield to mitigate disruptions 
to travelers.

schedule in tatters; 221 flights were canceled 
and 328 departed more than 44 minutes late, 
according to flightstats.com.

Although neither United nor American

Top lawyer: 
Gun rules 
coming

Chicago may severely limit the number 
of handguns that can be kept in a single 
home and ban gun dealers within city 
limits in the wake of Monday’s land- 
mark US. Supreme Court decision that 
gutted the city’s handgun ban, City 
Hall’s top attorney said Tuesday. 

The court’s ruling “did not say that 
a person is entitled to more than one 
handgun, and one handgun is sufficient 
for self-defense,” Corporation Counsel 
Mara Georges told aldermen at a City 
Council committee meeting. “We be- 
lieve that a limitation on the number 
of handguns to one per person per resi- 
dence would be consistent with the Su- 
preme Court’s decisions.” 

Limiting handguns could save lives, 
Georges said, in keeping with com- 
ments made Monday by her boss, May- 
or Daley. 

“Reducing the number of handguns 
in Chicago is critical to public safety,” 
Georges said. “Handguns are over- 
whelmingly the cause of firearm deaths 
and injuries in Chicago. Handguns were 
used in 402 of 412 firearms homicides in 
Chicago in 2008. That’s 98 percent of 
the firearms homicides.” 

The Supreme Court decision held 
that it is a citizen’s fundamental right 
to keep a handgun in the home for self- 
protection. But the Chicago ruling and 
a previous decision related to a Wash- 
ington, D.C., ban saw justices state that 
some gun-control laws are allowed, pro- 
vided they are “reasonable.” 

Limiting handguns would comply 
with the decisions, Georges said. Part 
of the goal is to prevent straw purchas- 
es, limit suicides and make it less likely 
one family member will hurt another, 
either accidentally or intentionally. 

“The same concerns that motivate a 
one handgun per person per residence 
limit—reducing the number of guns in 
circulation in Chicago and the risk of il- 
legal traffic in guns— motivate the gun 
dealer ban,” she added. “Gun dealers 
have access to large quantities of guns. 
Gun stores therefore pose a serious risk 
of guns flowing quickly into the com- 
munity and into the hands of criminals 
through theft or through illegal traf- 
ficking.”

The decomposed bodies of a man and a woman were found Monday 
night in the basement of a boarded-up multifamily house in Logan 
Square. 

Autopsies conducted Tuesday did not determine a cause of the wom- 
an’s death, but found that the man died of a shotgun wound to the ab- 
domen, a spokeswoman for the Cook County medical examiner’s office 
said. 

The office said the manner of death was undetermined, meaning 
it was unknown if the deaths were homicides, suicides, accidental or 
natural. 

Preliminary reports said the bodies — actually skeletal remains —were 
discovered about 11:09 p.m. Monday in the basement of the house in 
the 2900 block of North Ridgeway Avenue, said Police News Affairs 
Officer Ron Gaines. The house, filled with garbage, appears to be aban- 
doned, but a witness on the scene said squatters may be living there. 

Police told the medical examiner that the woman was believed to be 
in her 20s and the man in his 70s, but it wasn’t clear how that was deter- 
mined. Police were looking into old missing persons reports. 

One police source said a note was found by the bodies, but its con- 
tents were not disclosed. 

Police did not say who found the bodies and called them to the scene. 
One report said a teen who was looking for a vagrant to buy him liquor 
stumbled across the remains. 

Police said they did not know how the people died and were conduct- 
ing a death investigation. The condition of the bodies made if difficult 
to detect if there had been any trauma. 

No further information was available, Gaines said.

Members of Congress representing Pennsyl- 
vania, home of the rival Philadelphia Flyers, all 
were good sports. To a one, they voted yes.

Venus loses, Serena cruises 


WIMBLEDON, England Serena Williams straightened 
out a very crooked women’s Wimbledon quarterfinal 
‘Tuesday. It was only top-seeded and defending cham- 
pion Serena’s uncomplicated 7-5, 6-3 win over ninth- 
seeded Li Na that made sense. 

Tsvetana Pironkova, a Bulgarian ranked 82nd in 
the world, considered herself surprised to have elimi- 
nated second-seeded and five-time champion Venus 
Williams, 6-2, 6-3. 

Tt was a thorough and unexpected beating and 
more surprising even than the exit of defending US. 
Open champion and eighth-seeded Kim Clijsters, 
who was put out by 21st-seeded Vera Zvonareva, 3-6, 
6-4, 6-2. 

In the fourth quarterfinal, Kaia Kanepi missed be- 
coming the first Estonian woman to make the semifi- 
nals by failing to convert any of five match points and 
losing 4-6, 7-6 (8), 8-6, to unseeded Petra Kvitova of 
the Czech Republic. 

Serena Williams will play Kvitova in Thursday’s 
semifinals while Zvonareva will meet Pironkova.

Theater-in-the-buff unveils 
local playwright’s risque 
adaptation of a classic 


By Julia Borcherts 

For lots of actors, baring your soul is one of the 
great theatrical goals. For others, namely those 
participating in the second annual Naked July: 
Art Stripped Down, the goal also includes baring 
your chest, butt and thighs. At the center of Na- 
tional Pastime Theater’s monthlong fest, which 
includes plays and visual and performance art, is 
local playwright Keely Haddad-Null’s adaptation 
of Hans Christian Andersen’s short tale “The 
Emperor’s New Clothes,” a fairy tale in which a 
hustler swindles an insecure king by pretending 
to tailor royal garments visible only to the intel- 
ligent and enlightened. 

In Haddad-Null’s version, there are fewer 
clothes. Oh, and the story is set in L.A., not Den- 
mark. We checked in with the 25-year-old Na- 
ked July literary director and festival co-founder 
to find out what else she would, uh, reveal to us 
about the show. 


Why a Naked July festival? 

We're always trying to break boundaries, and 
allowing people to be naked is something you 
can't really do in many other places in public. 
It’s hot and it’s funny to take your clothes off. 


How does your version of “The Emperor’s 
New Clothes”—typically performed for 
kids—differ from the production currently 
playing at Chicago Shakespeare Theater? 
It’s definitely not for children. [Laughs] It’s a po- 
litical comedy based on things that are happen- 
ing with the mayor of L.A. right now, with other 
fantastical elements that are not real. Then, of 
course, the adult elements come in because 
there is actual nudity. The nudity is based on 
the politics; it’s really about exposing these 
people for who they are. 


Does the play address the moral aspects of 
nudity? 

If you’ve been [wondering], “Why do we have 
these laws anyway? What do they do for us? 
Why do we get naked?”—I explore that a lot in 
“The Emperor’s New Clothes.” There’s a whole 
list of reasons why people should get naked. 
Basically, it ends with, “Because, in the end, it 
shows that we're all the same underneath it all.” 


How did you adapt the play, knowing that 
the actors would be naked? 
| tried as much as possible not to make it affect 
the writing. Someone who attended [Naked 
July] last year jokingly said, “You guys should 
do ‘The Emperor’s New Clothes, ” and we 
thought that was hilarious and a great idea. 
| love taking classic fairy tales and turning 
them into something that’s po- 
litical and relevant to today. 


The [National Pastime] artistic 

director, Laurence Bryan, always 

says, “You just write whatever 

you want and we'll figure it out.” 
If someone’s uncomfortable, we may find a way 
where one person is wearing something. I’m 
definitely open to making changes as a play- 
wright, but luckily, we didn’t have to. 


How does one go about casting nude roles? 
Last year, we had a much younger group of 
actors working with us. It’s a lot easier to get 

a twenty-something naked onstage because 
oftentimes they’re more comfortable with their 
bodies than someone, say, in their 40s or 50s 
or 60s. One of the requirements of this play is 
that they had to have that [life] experience, so 
it was nice to get some people who are older. 
And [the cast includes] male and female, old 
and young, every shape, size and color that

The 
movie is so very much about ultimate devotion, so to stray from that was 
just weird and cool and sort of makes the relationship between Edward and 
Bella a little bit more real because now she’s seen another side and she can 
actually consider something else for five seconds of her life.” 


Yet in “Eclipse” the relative corniness works 
with the movie and its young characters, not 
against them. Previous directors Catherine 
Hardwicke and Chris Weitz seemed afraid 
they'd kill “Twilight” if they got too close; 
new director David Slade takes the series 
with both hands and plants a big, confident 
wet one right on its lips.

The city of Chicago has altered this year’s holiday fireworks display, but 
that doesn’t mean we can’t create some sparkles of our own by serving 
some dazzling wines at Independence Day bashes this weekend. 

Many of us will take advantage of the summer weather and entertain 
outdoors, but the only thing that should sizzle is you in your hot sum- 
mer outfit and not your wine. This is the time to cool off with lighter 
white, rose and red wines that can be served slightly chilled. It may 
seem strange to chill a red wine, but by dropping the temperature to 
about 55 degrees, the fruit, earth and other aromatic complexities of 
the wine will become more pronounced and enjoyable. 

If you plan on serving your wine bottles outdoors within easy reach 
of the festivities, keep in mind that the temperature of the wine inside 
the bottle is likely to match what you’re feeling as you sit in your lawn 
chair. Ifa wine is served too warm— say over 80 degrees —it may taste 
of sharp vinegar or rubbing alcohol. In general, wines that are lighter 
in tannins such as pinot noir or Beaujolais can be served much cooler 


than heavier red wines such as cabernet sauvignon, which can taste 
bitter if served too cold. Getting your red wines to the proper serving 
temperature is easy enough by popping them in the freezer or in an ice bucket for about
